Southam  and  Long  Itchington. — There  are  now  499 
connections  to  Southam  and  Long  Itchington  \A'ater  Supply, 
295  and  204  respectively. 

Since  the  inauguration  from  the  Rugby  supply,  there 
has  been  no  shortage  of  water. 

Stockton. — ^This  scheme  has  now  been  completed,  and 
quite  a  number  of  houses  have  been  connected  to  the  mains. 

Fenny  Compton. — A  scheme  is  being  prepared  to  augment 
the  present  supply  including  the  purchase  of  the  existing 
undertaking. 

Shotteswell,  Ratley  and  W armington. — Schemes  are  being 
prepared  for  a  pipe  supply  to  augment  the  existing  supply. 

Priors  Marston  and  Priors  Hardwick. — These  villages 
have  now  been  connected  to  the  Rugby  supply  to  augment 
the  existing  supplies. 

Northend  and  Knightcote. — These  have  also  been  con¬ 
nected  with  the  Rugby  Supply. 

Harbury,  Bishops  Itchington,  Napton,  Ladbroke  and 
Gaydon. — This  scheme  has  proved  of  the  greatest  value 
since  its  completion. 

Lighthorne,  Ufion  and  Shuckburgh. — Schemes  have 
been  approved  to  connect  these  villages  to  the  Public  Supply.
